“If plans for redistricting go 
through, this new policy would, 
of course, be unnecessary,’’ ex- 
plained Dr. Johnson. 

“We have not seen OCC’s 
policy, so we have to set up a 
policy of our own,” Dr. Johnson 
continued. “We will have to de- 
termine how many units these 
students are taking.” 

Five-hundred fourteen Dons 
are taking under 10% units at 
OCC. 


New data processing and elec- 
tronics at SAC next year will cut 
down the number of student 
transfers, said Dr. Johnson. 


College trustees received Tuesday precise specifica- 
tions for construction of a proposed $1.1 million science 
building for SAC.

Mature Students Merit An Honor System 


“When honor is lost, all is lost.” 

Honor may mean the public respect 
that is due a person because he has cer- 
- tain qualities of character or has accom- 
plished certain things worthy of special 
consideration. 

But, when we say that a person is a 
man of honor, we usually mean that he 
has a specific character trait which can 
be best described as personal integrity. A 
person of integrity is a person who is re- 
sponsible. He is one who can be depended 
on to act in accord with his highest sense 
of what is right. 

In just a few days we will begin tak- 
ing final examinations. We will all be ner- 
vous; we will all strive to make the high- 
est possible scores; and we will all be 
faced with the same temptation: to cheat 
or not to cheat. It’s a big question. 

Many of Santa Ana College’s instruc- 
tors conduct examinations using the hon- 
or system. Students are trusted not to 
cheat and are not watched to make sure 
they do not cheat. Such students are “on 
their honor” in that they are living up to 
a trust. They are exercising self-direction, 
responsibility and self-discipline. 

We often complain that we are col- 


many of us do not hesitate to cheat when- 
ever we feel that we will not be observed 
by others. Some of us even boast about 
our successful techniques of cheating. 
Cheating openly before friends is often 
not given a second thought. 

An honorable person will not need 
to be handled by threats and punishments. 
He is mature enough to be his own critic. 
To have a sense of honor is to be “grown 
up” —not necessarily to be over 21 years 
of age, but grown up in the sense of be- 
ing worthy of trust. 

During Gripe Week, May 4-8, a stu- 
dent suggested that council adopt the 
honor system for Santa Ana College. Next 
fall’s Senate should draw up and submit 
a complete honor system plan to the ad- 
ministration for possible adoption by the 
faculty since it is up to the individual in- 
structors to carry it out. 

With an honor system, all students 
will have an opportunity to prove that 
they are responsible, honest, mature 
adults. The system is a good one, but it is 
only as good as the students who follow it. 
We all must be honest, not merely with 
others where we may be observed, but 
with ourselves, within our own hearts. To 


lege students, and therefore should be 
treated like mature young adults. Yet 


cheat or not—that is the question. Only 
we can answer it.

laneous, 5.3. 


Expenditures are expected to 
be offset by income from ASB 


card sales, 45.7 per cent; Don 
bookstore, 29.9; athletics, 10.9; 
snack bar, 9.0; drama, 2.0; mis- 
cellaneous, 2.5. 


Among major expenditures for 
capital outlay are a long discus- 
sed new marquee; a new movie 
projector for Phillips Hall and 
stage risers for the cafeteria. 


New expenditures are planned 
for eight $50 scholarships for 
entering students and two $50 
student activity scholarships. 
Some $350 also has been included 
for a student government 
achievement awards banquet. 


The 1963-64 budget totaled 
$89,320.
